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The  area  of  the  City  being  5,210  acres,  inclusive  of  the  Docks  and  Quays,  and 
the  estimated  population  566,753,  the  density  of  the  population  is  108‘8 
persons  per  acre.  The  number  of  births  was  19,907,  being  591  less  than  in  the 
previous  year;  while  the  deaths,  15,074,  were  256  more,  thus  raising  the 
death  rate  from  26'4  to  26*6. 

The  greatest  mortality  was  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  4,359 
persons  died,  against  3,698  in  the  previous  year.  The  lowest  death  return  was 
for  the  quarter  terminating  in  December,  when  3,450  deaths  were  recorded ; 
while  the  deaths  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1882  were  4,089.  These 
variations  were  brought  about  by  the  differences  in  the  meteorological  conditions 
acting  upon  a  susceptible  population,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  first  three 
months  of  1882  being  for  January  42'3'’,  for  February  43'8°,  and  for  March 
46*4°  ;  while  the  mean  for  the  corresponding  months  of  1883  was  40*4°, 
43*4°,  and  37*2°.  The  conditions  were  entirely  reversed  during  the  last 
quarter,  the  mean  temperature  for  October,  November,  and  December,  in 
1882,  being  50*1°,  42*9°,  and  32*9°  ;  while  the  mean  for  the  corresponding 
months  of  1883  was  50*0°,  44*3°,  and  42*3°.  The  variation  was  reflected 
principally  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  diseases  and  phthisis. 

FEVEK. 

The  continued  prevalence  of  fever  and  the  difficulty  arising  from  the  want 
of  proper  hospital  accommodation,  created  considerable  anxiety,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  was  directed  to  report  upon  the  subject.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Netherfield  Hospital,  which  is  supported  by  public  contributions  and 
the  payments  for  patients,  the  only  provision  for  infectious  cases  is  at  the 
hospitals  attached  to  the  Workhouses  in  Brownlow  Hill  for  the  Parish,  Mill 
Hoad  for  West  Derby,  and  Smithdown  Road  for  the  Toxteths.  The  accommo¬ 
dation  thus  provided  is  in  Nether  field  Road  Hospital  for  70  patients,  Brownlow 
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Hill  160,  Mill  Road  98,  and  Smithdown  Road  between  20  and  30,  whicli  can 
be  extended  to  100. 

There  was  a  strong  feeling  entertained,  particularly  in  the  Toxteths,  that 
persons  removed  compulsorily  by  the  Medical  Officer  became  paupers  and  were 
deprived  of  their  civil  rights.  On  reference  to  Section  33,  Sub-section  A,  of  the 
Municipal  Corporations  Act  of  1882,  it  will  be  seen  that — “A  person  shall  not 
be  disentitled  to  be  enrolled  as  a  burgess  by  reason  only  (a)  that  he  has  received 
medical  or  surgical  assistance  from  the  trustees  of  the  municipal  charities,  or 
has  been  removed  by  order  of  a  Justice  to  a  hospital  or  place  for  the  reception 
of  the  sick,  at  the  cost  of  any  local  authority ;  or  (b)  that  his  child  has  been 
admitted  to  and  taught  in  any  public  or  endowed  school,” 

The  only  persons  who  can  be  removed  under  the  order  of  a  Justice  are  those 
who  are  suffering  from  a  dangerous  infectious  disorder,  and  are  in  the  language 
of  the  124th  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  “  without  proper  lodging 
or  accommodation,  or  are  lodged  in  a  room  occupied  by  more  than  one  family, 
or  on  board  any  ship,  or  in  any  common  lodging-house.”  How  far  the  rights 
of  a  person  who  willingly  goes  to  hospital  when  suffering  from  infectious 
disease  may  be  jeopardised  is  for  the  lawyers  to  say ;  but  any  right-minded 
person  would  coincide  with  the  view  of  a  commentator  on  this  clause,  wlio 
says  : — “  Perhaps  the  clause  as  it  stands  saves  the  right  of  the  volunteer,  for  it 
would  be  contrary  to  common  sense  to  hold  that  a  volunteer,  who  confers  a 
benefit  on  the  community,  should  stand  in  a  worse  position  than  his  obstinate 
neighbour  who  has  to  be  compelled,  at  the  serious  risks  attendant  upon  delay, 
to  obey  the  law.” 

Whatever  may  be  the  legal  interpretation  of  the  clause,  it  is  contrary  to  the 
obligation  imposed  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  enforce  the  removal  of  a 
person  to  a  workhouse  hospital,  when  the  Public  Health  Act  gives  them  every 
power  to  provide  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  cases,  without  subject¬ 
ing  anyone  to  the  taint  or  suspicion  of  pauperism. 

The  Medical  Officer  in  his  Report  advised  “  that  sufficient  land  should  be 
bought  for  the  erection  of  an  hospital  on  the  pavilion  principle,  with  ample 
space  for  isolation  from  any  dwelling-house  or  public  road,  and  that  150  beds 
for  smallpox,  and  500  beds  for  the  other  infectious  diseases,  should  be  imme¬ 
diately  provided,  and  to  be  extended  in  the  future  as  required.  Further  :  he 
would  suggest  the  advisability  of  retaining  Netherfield  Hospital  for  paying 
patients.” 
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Subsequently  he  was  requested  to  report  “as  to  the  extent  and  nature  of 
accommodation,  and  the  quantity  of  land  required  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases ;  ”  and  the  following  observations  are  extracted  from  the 
report ; — “  An  infectious  hospital  should  have  an  administrative  department  in 
a  separate  building,  providing  accommodation  for  the  master,  matron,  and 
nurses,  and  to  this  might  be  attached  the  kitchen  and  storerooms.  The  doctors 
should  have  another  building,  with  accommodation  for  a  secretary  or  book¬ 
keeper  and  a  dispensary.  There  should  be  a  porter’s  lodge,  a  reception  room 
for  patients,  and  an  observation  ward  for  doubt^ful  cases.  A  laundry,  disin¬ 
fecting  stove,  and  mortuary  would  be  required.  There  should  be  telephonic 
communication  between  the  porter’s  lodge  and  each  ward  of  the  hospital,  so 
that  visitors  might  communicate  with  their  friends  without  incurring  the  risk 
of  contagion.”  “  The  hospital  wards  should  be  separate  and  contain  twelve 
beds  each.  One  building  might  contain  four  wards,  with  nurses’  rooms,  baths, 
w.cs.,  (fee.  The  distance  between  the  pavilions  should,  if  possible,  be  one  and 
a-half  times  their  height.  Permanent  pavilions  should  be  provided  for  50 
smallpox  cases,  and  all  arrangements  made  for  providing  wooden  sheds  for  100 
patients  in  case  of  an  outbreak,  which  could  afterwards  be  burned.  Two  hundred 
beds  should  be  provided  for  fever,  150  for  scarlatina,  and  150  for  the  other 
diseases.”  “  The  land  required  would  be  at  least  10  acres.” 

At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  on  5th  September,  1883,  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  presented  a  report  on  the  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  disease, 
and  the  following  resolutions  were  approved  : — “  1.  That  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  dated  22nd  August,  1883,  affords  the  information 
he  has  obtained  as  to  the  existing  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease. — 2.  That  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  further 
hospital  accommodation  is  necessary. — 3.  That  they  recommend  that  a  site  of 
sufficient  extent  should  be  acquired  to  admit  of  the  construction  of  separate 
pavilions  for  the  reception  of  such  cases  of  infectious  disease  as  may  require 
isolation  one  from  the  other,  and  that  the  Committee  be  authorised  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  obtain  such  a  site.” 

The  number  of  fever  cases  coming  under  notice  during  the  year  was  2,800, 
of  which  540  died  in  the  registration  districts  of  the  City,  and  89  in  the 
Smithdown  Road  Hospital  outside  the  City.  The  number  of  inhabitants  of  the 
Toxtetbs  who  died  at  home  was  55,  which,  added  to  87  who  were  removed 
from  their  homes  inside  the  City  and  died  in  Smithdown  Road  Hospital,  and  3 
who  died  in  Netherfield  Hospital,  gives  the  total  number  of  deaths  of  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  North  and  South  Toxteth  Wards  as  145.  This  explanation  is  necessary, 
because  the  report  deals  only  with  deaths  occurring  in  the  City,  and  a  wrong 
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impression  might  be  formed  respecting  the  prevalence  and  mortality  of  fever  in 
that  district.  The  population  of  the  Toxteths  is  about  one-fifth  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  City,  and  the  percentage  of  mortality  from  fever  is  23 ‘0. 

The  causes  and  incidence  of  fever  in  Liverpool  are  fully  considered  in  a 
Special  Eeport  by  the  Medical  Officer,  prepared  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
of  the  City  Council. 


SMALLPOX. 

4 

This  disease  is  rarely  absent  owing  to  the  frequent  importation  of  fresh 
cases  by  visitors,  emigrants,  and  others.  In  January  there  were  six  cases,  two 
of  which  came  from  the  s,s.  “Caspain’’  and  “Abyssinia.”  In  February,  five 
cases.  In  March,  three  cases — one  from  a  canal  boat  and  two  from  the  s.s. 
“  Belgravia.”  In  April,  three  cases.  In  May,  eight  cases.  In  June,  fifteen 
cases — one  of  which  came  from  the  s.s.  “  Pavonia,”  and  three  emigrants  from 
the  Alexandra  Dock.  In  July,  three  cases — one  of  them  from  the  s.s.  “  Kydal 
Hall.”  In  August,  eight  cases.  In  September,  three  cases.  In  October,  four 
cases,  including  one  from  the  s.s.  “  Servia.”  In  November,  fourteen  cases — 
two  of  which  came  from  the  s.s.  “Scythia.”  In  December,  the  number  of 
cases  reported  had  increased  to  54,  all  inhabitants  of  the  City,  apparently 
threatening  an  epidemic  visitation  of  this  loathsome  disease.  The  total  number 
of  cases  reported  during  the  year  was  126,  of  which  105  were  removed  to 
hospital. 


SCABLATHSTA. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  were  388,  being  8  more  than  in  the  previous 
year,  while  the  cases  reported  were  1,422,  against  1,580  in  1882.  Of  the  total 
deaths,  293  occurred  in  the  Out-townships,  whilst  the  Parish,  or  Old  Liverpool, 
with  its  courts  and  alleys,  is  debited  with  95. 

MEASLES 

Was  more  fatal  than  usual,  causing  618  deaths,  208  more  than  in  1882,  and 
205  more  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years.  The  total  number  of 
cases  reported  was  2,042. 


OTHEPt  ZYMOTICS. 

Diarrhcea  accounted  for  518  deaths,  the  average  being  743. 
Whooping  Cough  caused  395  deaths,  the  average  being  442. 
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Whenever  a  case  of  infectious  disease  is  reported  inquiries  are  made  if  any 
children  are  going  from  the  house  to  school,  and  post  cards  are  sent  to  the 
head  masters  and  mistresses  notifying  the  fact.  During  the  year  3,466  such 
cards  were  sent.

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During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1883  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  20th),  the  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  record  19,907  births  and 
15,074  deaths  within  the  City  ;  the  numbers  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year,  1882,  were  20,498  births  and  14,818  deaths. 

Of  the  births  10,189  were  males  and  9,718  were  females,  making  the  total 
Birth-rate  of  the  City  equal  to  35*1  per  1,000 ;  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years  being  38*2.

DEATHS. 

Of  the  15,074  deaths  7,725  were  of  males,  and  7,349  of  females;  0,808 
occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  8,200  in  tlie  Out-townships. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  City  was  equal  to  20°0  per  1,000.  The  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  was  27'8  per  1,000. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
Parish  and  Out-townships,  previous  to  the  transference  to  the  districts  from 
whence  the  patients  were  removed,  of  the  deatlis  occuring  in  the  Workhouses 
and  Hospitals.  The  death-rate  of  the  Parish  was  equal  to  33 '8  and  that  of  the 
Out-townships  to  22-5  per  1000  of  the  population.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work- 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  2,237  of  the  deaths 
in  these  establishments  under  the  Wards  from  whence  the  patients  were 
removed,  viz.: — 508  under  Scotland  Ward,  179  under  Vauxhall  Ward,  86 
under  St.  Paul’s  Ward,  89  under  Exchange  Ward,  295  under  St.  Anne’s  Ward, 
87  under  Lime  Street  Ward,  3  under  Castle  Street  Ward,  35  under  St.  Peter’s 
Ward,  67  under  Pitt  Street  Ward,  87  under  Great  George’s  Ward,  73  under 
Rodney  Street  Ward,  100  under  Abercromby  Ward,  281  under  the  Out- 
township  of  Everton,  99  under  that  of  Kirkdale,  136  under  West  Derby  Ward, 
62  under  North  Toxteth  Ward,  and  50  under  South  Toxteth  Ward.  This  will 
leave  unclassified  204  deaths  of  persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either 
unknown  or  not  specified;  and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information? 
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have  been  placed  in  the  Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths  ; 
and  209  who  were  residents  outside  the  City. 

The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the 
deaths  in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from 
which  a  calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants 
has  been  made.

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The  deaths  of  Infants  below  the  fifth  year  of  their  age  amounted  to  6,731, 
and  thus  comprised  44*7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  deaths  ;  tlie  average  number 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  6,759,  and  the  average  percentage  46T. 
The  deaths  of  Infants  below  one  year  of  age  amounted  to  8,686,  or  18*5  per 
cent,  of  all  the  children  born  within  the  City  died  before  attaining  the  age  of 
twelve  months. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  shows  the  districts  where  Infantile  Mortality 
was  relatively  and  absolutely  greatest,  the  second  table  illustrates  the  influence 
of  age  on  the  death-rate  of  the  City,  and  the  third  table  places,  in  one 
connected  view,  the  pathological  history  of  the  death  registry.

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ZYMOTICS. 

This  class  of  diseases  occasioned  2,932  deaths  during  the  year  1883, 
and  accounted  for  19*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  within  the  City 
during  the  same  period.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  3,115,  and  the  percentage  death  rate  for  1883  was 
1”7  per  cent,  less  than  the  proportional  rate  of  zymotic  deaths  to  deaths  from 
all  causes  during  the  preceding  decennial  period.  The  following  table  shows

FEVER. 

Fever  accounted  for  540  deaths  within  the  City  of  Liverpool,  or  for 
306  in  the  Parish  and  234  in  the  Out-Townships,  being  a  decrease  of  53  on 
the  previous  year.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding  ten  years 
was  382).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  1*0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  Its  percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  4*1  during 
the  first,  3*3  during  the  second,  3*7  during  the  third,  and  3*2  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  Its  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
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was  3*6  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  18*4  per  cent. 
Its  deaths  included  291  males  and  249  females;  73  persons  below  the  age 
of  15,  149  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  318  above  the  age  of  30. 

Under  the  term  Fever  every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  ;  but  the 
registers  of  deaths  attribute  1  case  to  gastric  fever,  75  to  typhoid  fever,  32 
to  enteric  fever,  6  to  continued  fever,  2  to  febris,  408  to  typhus,  9  to  fever, 
1  to  relapsing  fever,  3  to  low  fever,  and  under  that  of  febricula  3  deaths. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  fever  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1883;  the  second  and  third  tables  show  the  districts  of  the 
town  and  the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were 
most  fatally  prevalent;  the  fourth  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease  ; 
and  the  remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

SCARLATINA. 


Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  388  deaths,  or  for  95  in  the  Parish, 
and  293  in  the  Out-townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  602).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0’7 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths

from  all  causes  was  2*3  |3er  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  2*1  in  the  second,  3*0  in 
the  third,  and  3*1  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  all  deaths  was  2*6  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
13*2  per  cent

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PUMPFIELDS 

Having  been  purchased  by  the  Corporation,  the  nuisance  arising  from  the 
offensive  trades,  which  have  been  carried  on  there  for  a  number  of  years,  came 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
was  requested  “  to  report  on  the  trades  carried  on  in  this  and  the  adjoining 
property.”  The  following  extracts  are  from  the  report:— “  On  the  north  side 
of  Pumpfields  are  the  very  extensive  works  of  Messrs.  Kurtz  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  ammonia,  &c.,  from  the  residual  products  of  gas  making.  The  odours 
given  off  are  disagreeable,  but  with  proper  care  they  can  be  so  minimised  as  not 
to  injure  health.  On  the  south  side  are  the  chemical  works  of  Mr.  Murphy  for 
the  manufacture  of  alkali  and  vitriol.  No  complaints  have  been  made  for  some 
time  respecting  these  works.  There  are  also  some  offensive  trades,  such  as 
grease  melting,  gut  scraping,  and  albumen  making,  carried  on  in  Pumpfields 
as  well  as  on  the  adjacent  property.  Complaints  are  occasionally  made 
respecting  these  processes,  and  proceedings  have  been  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  Act.” 

The  two  most  important  works  in  Pumpfields  are  those  of  Messrs.  Slack, 
Ashcroft  &  Co.,  for  the  manufacture  of  sublimed  sulphur,  sulphuric  and  muriatic 
acids,  &c.,  and  of  Mr.  Hadfield  for  boiling  and  burning  bones — the  latter  being 
one  of  the  most  offensive  trades,  and  giving  rise  (and  very  properly,  too)  to 
numerous  complaints.”  The  lease  of  Mr.  Hadfield’s  works  being  about  to 
expire,  the  Council  decided  not  to  grant  a  renewal  of  it,  thus  removing  a 
business  from  the  centre  of  the  City  where  it  never  should  have  been  permitted. 
It  is  but  justice  to  Mr.  Hadfield  to  state  that  he  spared  no  expense  in  the  con¬ 
struction  and  alteration  of  his  plant  with  the  hope  of  obviating  a  nuisance, 
but  without  effect. 


ST.  MARY’S  CEMETERY,  KIRKDALE. 

A  representation  was  made  to  the  Home  Office  by  order  of  the  Health 
Committee  respecting  the  condition  of  the  above  Cemetery,  and  Dr.  Hoffman 
was  instructed  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  Dr.  Hoffman  inspected  the 
grounds  on  30th  August,  and  afterwards  held  an  inquiry  as  to  the  complaints, 
examining  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  officials  of  the  Cemeterv  and

persons  interested  in  it.  Subsequently  an  order  in  Council  was  issued,  as 
follows 

Walton,  on-the-RilL — That  the  order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  of  the 
10th  May,  1872,  affecting  burials  in  St.  Mary’s  Cemetery,  Liverpool,  be 
varied  by  substituting  for  it  the  following  order,  viz,,  that  burials  be

discontinued  forthwith  and  entirely  in  the  existing  gravel  pathways  of  St. 
Mary’s  Cemetery,  in  the  Parish  of  Walton-on-the-Hill ;  and  in  the  rest 
of  the  Cemetery,  except  as  follow^s: — 

{a)  In  such  vaults  and  wholly  walled  graves  as  are  now  existing  in 
this  part  of  the  Cemetery  burials  may  be  allowed  on  condition  that 
every  coffin  buried  therein  be  separately  enclosed  by  stonework  or 
brickwork  properly  cemented  : 

(h)  In  such  earthen  graves  now  existing  in  this  part  of  the  Cemetery 
as  can  be  opened  to  the  depth  of  five  feet  without  exposing  coffins  or 
disturbing  human  remains  burials  may  be  allowed  of  so  many  of  the 
following  relations  of  those  already  interred  therein,  viz.,  widows, 
widowers,  parents,  children,  brothers,  and  sisters,  as  can  be  buried  at 
or  below  that  depth. 

And  that  forty-eight  hours’  notice,  at  least,  shall  be  given  for  any  intended 
burial  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.

LIVERPOOL  SANITARY  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1864. 

In  the  report  for  1882  reference  was  made  to  an  amendment  of  this  Act 
obtained  by  the  Corporation,  by  which  “  a  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  under  the  Liverpool  Sanitary  Amendment  Act,  1864,  as  toathe  con¬ 
dition  of  courts,  alleys,  and  other  premises,  need  not  be  made  and  signed  in 
duplicate,  and  a  copy  need  not  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  unless 
the  Corporation  specially  so  direct.” 

To  assist  the  Corporation  in  carrying  out  the  Act  at  the  earliest  possible 
date,  the  Medical  Officer,  whilst  the  Bill  was  before  Parliament,  visited  the 
whole  of  the  insanitary  property  in  the  City,  and  prepared  a  list  of  near  one 
thousand  houses  which  he  considered  should  be  dealt  with,  and  laid  it  before 
the  Health  Committee  in  October,  1882. 

On  the  constitution  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the  following  month, 
November,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  above  list,  and 
decide  upon  the  course  to  be  adopted  in  acquiring  insanitary  property  without 
presentment  by  the  Grand  Jury, 

Under  the  original  Act  six  presentments  had  been  made  on  the  Medical 
Officer’s  reports,  dealing  with  635  houses,  of  which  615  were  demolished  aui 
20  were  partly  demolished. 
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By  the  amended  Act  the  Corporation  could  not  acquire  by  agreement  any 
property  unless  it  was  included  in  a  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  it  was 
for  the  Council  to  decide  whether  a  copy  of  the  Beport  should  be  sent  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  or  referred  to  the  Health  Committee.  The  latter  course 
was  adopted  with  the  reports  framed  chiefly  from  the  above  list  dealing 
with  382  houses,  made  during  1883.  The  following  premises  were 
included  in  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  laid  before  the 
Council  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  referred  to  the  Health  Committee  and  Insani¬ 
tary  Property  Committee,  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  ; — 

Lower  Myrtle-street. — The  front  houses  Nos.  1  and  3  in  the  said  street,  and 
the  house  No.  1  in  No.  1  court  in  the  said  street  ought  to  be  demolished.

LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a  day 
apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses  where 
single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as  sub-let. 
The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging  house  is  300 
cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is  350  feet. 
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There  were  on  tbe  register  1,035  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  1882,  and 
943  at  the  end  of  1883.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
337  old  licences,  and  the  addition  of  245  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  with  only  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging  houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  41,139,  and  the  night  visits  6,447.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  27,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  97,  with  the  results  of  lines  in  93 
cases  to  the  extent  of  £29  2s.  6d.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  £5  and  costs. 
The  number  of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  215  ;  notices  w^ere  served  to 
lime-wash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk  or  at  race  times’ 
There  were  2,999  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  27  of  the  cases  where 
suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A  tenant 
harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence,  but  is 
noticed  to  apply  to  have  his  rooms  measuied  and  licensed.  There  were  136 
such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  12  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  bye-law 
requires  that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health.  45  cases  of  fever  and  1  case 
of  small-pox  occurred  in  lodging  houses  ;  in  42  of  the  cases  the  patients  were 
at  once  sent  to  hospital,  the  remaining  4,  being  members  of  the  keepers’ 
families,  were  not  removed;  all  of  these  latter  died.  In  all  cases  of  fever  or 
infectious  disease  the  bedding  was  at  once  removed  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus, 
and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed  ;  in  the  cases  where  the  patients  remained, 
the  licenses  to  receive  lodgers  were  suspended  by  the  Medical  Officer.  No 
lodger  died  from  fever  or  small-pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house ;  but,  not 
including  the  cases  of  fever,  there  were  104  deaths  from  non-contagious 
diseases  in  lodging-houses,  of  which  64  belonged  to  the  keepers’  families  and 
40  were  lodgers. 


SUB-LET  HOUSES. 

Tbe  number  of  sub-let  Houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1882 
was  16,268;  the  number  registered  during  1883  was  548,  making  the  total  on 
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the  Register  on  the  31st  December,  15,816.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  night  was  10,796,  and  during  the  day  72,397,  with  the  result  of  finding 
1,195  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding,  the  offence  (though 
not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females  not  married 
to  occupy  the  same  room  comes  under  the  notice  and  is  entered  in  the  books 
of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  660  rooms  thus  indecently  occupied  by  1,004 
males  and  1,171  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms  467  children  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  13  years.  The  character  of  the  indecent  occupation  may 
be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  : — In  331  instances  one  man  and  two 
women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom  ;  in  208  instances  two  men  and  one 
woman  ;  in  fifty  instances  two  men  and  two  women  ;  in  twenty-seven  instances 
one  man  and  four  women  ;  in  seventeen  instances  three  men  and  one  woman  ; 
in  four  instances  two  men  and  three  women  ;  in  four  instances  three  men  and 
three  women ;  in  four  instances  four  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  three  instances 
one  man  and  three  women;  in  two  instances  two  men  and  four  women;  in 
two  instances  four  men  and  two  women ;  in  two  instances  three  men  and  two 
women;  in  one  instance  four  men  and  three  women;  in  one  instance  four  men 
and  four  women ;  in  one  instance  four  men  and  five  women ;  in  one  instance 
seven  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  one  instance  two  men  and  five  women  ;  and 
in  one  instance  one  man  and  five  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  940  chief  tenants  for  permitting  overcrowding 
in  rooms,  with  the  following  results: — 851  fined  Is  and  Is.  costs;  3  fined  2s. 
and  Is.  costs;  64  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  costs;  7  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs, 
making  a  total  of  fines  levied  during  the  year  of  £104  17s.  6d.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  15  cases,  7  informations  were  withdrawn  and  8  acquitted,  the  tenants 
having  abated  the  overcrowding. 


LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  1883,  21  applications  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  licenses  to  keep  cows;  17  of  the  applications  for  keeping  183  cows 
were  granted.  There  are  at  present  435  shippons  licensed  to  keep  5,715 
cows.  60  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to  fresh 
tenants. 

UO  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from  and  unconnected  with  shippons;  2  of  the  applications  for  keeping  4  pigs 
were  granted.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the  City 
is  83,  for  keeping  240  pigs, 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1878. 

This  Act  and  the  Orders  issued  under  it  by  the  Privy  Council  were  referred 
to  the  Medical  Officer  to  carry  out,  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  the  Meat  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  pleuro  pneumonia  was  found  in  '2  cowsheds,  affecting  9 
cows,  which  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owners  or  of  the  Corporation  ; 
and  6  cows,  wliich  were  not  diseased,  but  had  been  either  in  contact  with 
the  affected  ones  or  in  the  same  cowsheds,  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the 
owners. 

Foot  and  mouth  disease  was  found  in  58  cowsheds,  affecting  502  cows;  448 
recovered  from  the  disease,  and  54  were  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owmers,  as 
also  were  95  healthy  animals  which  had  either  been  in  contact  with  the  affected 
ones  or  in  the  same  cowsheds.  The  disease  appeared  in  3  cowsheds  twice 
during  the  year. 

54  cattle  were  found  in  the  slaughter-houses  affected  with  foot  and  mouth 
disease,  and  27  pigs  were  affected  with  the  same  disease  ;  10  of  the  pigs  were 
detected  in  Gill  Street  Market  and  17  in  the  slaughter-houses. 

5  cattle  were  found  amongst  a  number  examined  at  Huskisson  Dock  Station 
to  be  recovering  from  the  disease.  These  animals  were  in  transit,  and  were 
detained  until  the  Veterinary  Inspector  certified  them  free  from  disease. 

Pig  typhoid  was  found  in  one  stye,  where  one  pig  died  from  the  disease,  and 
another  pig  which  was  the  only  one  remaining  on  the  premises,  and  which  was 
free  from  the  disease,  was  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  owner. 

Pig  typhoid  was  detected  in  a  pig  in  one  of  the  slaughter-houses,  the  diseased 
animal  having  been  imported  from  Ireland.

Of  the  patients  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  were  conveyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers: — 901  cases  of  Fever,  99  cases  of  Scarlatina,  31  cases  of 
Small  Pox,  26  cases  of  Measles,  and  4  cases  of  Diphtheria,  making  a  total  of 
1,061  persons,  273  were  taken  to  Netherfield  Road  Hospital,  613  to  the 
Parish  Workhouse  Hospital,  64  to  Toxteth  Workhouse  Hospital,  and  121  to 
West  Derby  Union  Hospital.  9  of  the  Small  Pox  cases  were  removed  from 
ships. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the  School  Board,  3,466 
post  cards  were  sent  to  the  Head  Masters  of  the  various  schools,  informing 
them  that  children  from  infected  houses  attended  their  schools.  Similar 
information  was  sent  to  the  School  Board. 


DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee;  but  when¬ 
ever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house  so  as  to  endanger  health  by 
the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled  in  the  rooms 
and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used  safely.  No 
house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has  been  used. 
The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of  carbolic  acid 
powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of  disinfection. 
There  were  in  all  7,790  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses  for  the  purpose 
of  disinfection,  the  number  of  bouses  properly  disinfected  being  3,446.
